This, 
Mr. B. said, was the incident in the history

Senate. 
And now for the application of this 
historical incident. 
T h e application was to 
the American Democracy, who had suffer- 
ed a sort oí Cannae defeat last fall, but who 
did not despair of the-Republic, and are al 
ready on the high road to victory. 
We were 
called here, said Mr. B.—called to this ex- 
traordinary session—as the vanquished wo'cJ 
be called into the presence of the conquerer 
in barbarian times,—to receive the law and 
(he lash, and to be stripped of their clothes 
and arms.

H e had not asked delay, but some 
of those who acted with him and had been in 
actmn ail day. did ask it and had been refus- 
ed, [Mr. Calhoun.] 
A second 
application 
was successful; and if it had not been, he 
(Mr. B.) intended to say to his exhausted 
friends. Go and get your dinnsrs^take 
some 
refrtihment—stay 
at long at you 
plei»e—I 
am going to take the floor —I hate been repo- 
sing and reserving 
myself for th e exigency 
—I am fresh 
and vigorous,

adjournment prevailed« and the privilage of

Proceeding to the examination of his sub- 
ject, Mr. B. said:

lieve it will be found, upon the view of its 
fruit and buds, to be of that prolific and poi- 
sonous species which naturalists call bohon 
upas. 


We were told shortly before the termina- 
tion of the last session of Congress, by a gen- 
tleman then a member of this body, now* a 
member of the Cabinet, (Mr. Webster,) that 
a new set of books would be opened at the 
Treasury after the 4th of March: that the 
new administration would take a new point 
of departure: and fur the purpose of discrim- 
inating between economy aod extravagance, 
they would close up the old books of the two 
past Administrations, and open a new set 
upon their own account, for tbe operations 
o f i h » n e w powers. 
This is what we were 
told; and now let us take a peep at these new 
books and see the entries which have been 
made, or proposed to be made in them. 


It will be recollected that the past admin- 
istration was charged with expending forty 
millions of dollars per annum for the expen- 
ses of the Government; and the new admin- 
istration were to defray the expenses of the 
same government with the one third part of 
that sum, namely: with thirteen millions of 
dollars. 
I will not stop to vindicate the past 
a'dministration from the injurious imputation 
of expending forty millions in defraying the 
expenses of the government; that task was 
performed above a year ago in ihis chamber, 
and to the conviction of all present—friends 
and fot'S.

The mail arrived from Jarksooville at half 
past four, briofiog letters to a friend, from 
irhicb are derived Ibe folIowiDg particular« in 
relstioo to the late robberj of tbe Baok. 


Oo Saturday o:gbt, the 19th, H. D. 
Town, 
(tie Teller of tbe B«DIC, made a deveiopemeot 
of tbe facia conoected witb tbe robbery to Col. 
Mather, and »aid that tbe deitruction of tbe 
Books were resolved upoo in a norosot of des- 
peraliM, at the lots of character coniequeot 
upoo th» discovery of a loog leriei of depreda 
tiuuk upon tbe funds of tbe intlitution. 
This 
courie comneoced tooo after be went into the 
Baak—tbrea years siuce—and which lie bad 
great difficulty io cooceating it frum tb^ former 
Cashier, 


He became more adroit at be proceeded in 
bis frauds, and was able to deceive tbe present 
Cashier, who had iinboumied coo&deitce in bim. 
Town averred, most solemnly, that tbe whole 
sum used by bim was a little less than $4,000 
which will be the ooly deficit. 
Tbe money 
takeo from the vaults lof tbe Baok was all re- 
covered by Col. Maiber oa Monday night. 
It 
was buried in three places: A part of it in the 
Diamond Grore; part of it oorlb of town oo tbe 
barren»; and the gold in the stable lot.* The 
process of Robbery was commenced 00 Friday 
night, and ended on Saturday night. 
In his 
cooflessioa lo Colonel Mather be implicated 
DO ooe else, nor did be at any time afterwards. 
He assigned aa a reason for destroying tbe Books 
of the Bank, that bad he not done to, they 
would have established bis past frauds; and that 
if be had heeo immediately arrested, be sever 
would have made any disclosures.

teriog4ipoa his offico would discover tbe 
dafal- 
catioo. 
It wouM seem tb^t once to cov er ibis 
defalcatioo and to add to bia fraud, be deter- 
mined on ibe robbery of the Maok* 


Towo, and bis (iamily resided in the buildiof 
occupied by the b«ok, aod kept all the k eys.— 
Oo tbe oigbt of the robbory be abstracted all 
Ikofbods of the Baok; Ibe specie be buried 
oaar the Bank buikiiog, aod bid the paper mo- 
eey in the woods, in two places about seven 
SDikea apart, in nearlj equal divissons. 
This 
dooo be returoed, destroyed or defaced all the 
books and papers of tbe ba^k, ppened tbe doors 
and retired to await tbe discovery. 


Great was tk^ excitemeot produced by the 
discovery amoogat the good people of JaciKsoo- 
ville. Great e ^ r t a were made in every dirac- 
tion to fiod a clue lo tbe parpeiraton of so great 
a fraud; but beyood the baok doors, no trace 
of ibS; robbery couM be detected. 
Suspicion 
begao siroogly to rest upoo the Teller, coofirm- 
ed by small circuimtaocea io his conduct and 
bearing, as well as by his perfect opportuoitie« 
aod the singularity of siicb a robbery being 
commitied i« his dweUiog without awaking 
him. 


Col. Maiber, it appears, shared these suspi- 
cions, and promptly repaired to Jacksonville. 
After coosultatioo with some prominent citi- 
zeos, be sought ao interview with Tuwo, wbo 
was led or driven to a full confess ion o f hia 
guilt and of tbe bidiog places of his booty, Col. 
Mather, »t appearr, confident that Town's guilt 
would be no secret, promised not to complain 
voluntarily of him, but told him plainly that if 
called upon by judicial aiflborily he would dis- 
close all he koew about tbe matter. 
Col. M. 
immediately recovered the stoheo money, and 
set cut to Springfield. 


In tbe meautime tbe rumor gut abroad tbat 
the President bf tbe bank bad broiiglit the rob- 
bery to light aod bad taken the stolen fuoda to 
Spriogfisld. 
The excitement became greatly 
locreased; Town was arrested; aod a cimmit- 
tee of citizens despatched to procure the return 
of Col. Mather. 
In die end Town was exam- 
ined and fully commilitedi to trail, in default of 
$6000 bail. 
His frieods had procured a HcAeat 
Corput retiiroable iicforft tbe Supreme Court., 
with a view, we snppoae, of obtaioioj a reduc* 
tion of the bail; aod (Uerethe matter rested. 


We cannot cloce tbis account, witboiit a word 
of remaik upon tbe frauds by Bank officers up- 
on the funds entrusted to their keeping, which 
have of late years becomeso lamentably fréquent. 
These are generally perpetrated by defalcatioo 
and abscnnding; bore i s a n e w a n d bold mo'o 
in the game of fraud, of more glariog but not 
deeper infamy. 
These show, if evidence were 
necessaiy, that poor human nature may oot ai- 
ways be exposed witb impunity to great temt»- 
lion. 
Admit the previous good character of 
men, admit a just fouodatioo for it in iboir pre- 
vious good conduct,—it is dangerous to test 
tbeir iotegnty with loo great and too temptiog 
opportuoities. 
Begiooing by small and tempo- 
rary peculations, but too many end in grosa and 
unrestrained fraud. 
I'ho guilty are a small mi- 
nority, to be sure; but the history of their guilt 
too plainly indicates that the system of baok ré- 
gulations is quite too loose, that tli« checka aod 
guards against peculations are losufficieot ood 
easily eluded, aod tbat too much is entrusted to 
individual integrity. 
Io tbe great majority of 
cases this trust is oot violated; but thf 
excep- 
tions show the utter iocompeteocy of tbe sys- 
tem generally prevailing. 
It is matter of som» 
gratulalioo, that Ibis is the first ioatance of pe- 
culation io the booking inatltutioos of our State 
for many yeas at leatt.

1840, to investigate claims against the Miami 
tribe of Indian«, as provided lor in said treaty, 
hereby give notice to the claimants and parties 
interested, that they will attend at or near the 
forks of the Wabash, on the first of September 
next, for the purpose of receiving and examining 
»uch claims as are properly vouched and present- 
ed. 


The investigation will commence on the first 
day of September: the Commissioners will, how- 
ever attend four cir five days previous thereto, for 
the purpose of receiving accounts and clitims. 


All claims mast (>e handed in to the Commis- 
sioner» within one week after the aeiision com- 
mences; they will not be received afterward» 
without a sufficient excuse for Ihe delay. 


The claimants will be lequired todeposite with 
the Commissioners transcripts of their claims, 
exhibiting names, dates, artioief, prices, aod tbe 
original contideration lor each claim. 


In caite* of judgements rendered against any 
uf the Indians, or of notes or obligatioiia purport- 
ing to be given or tiigned by the Indians, proof 
must be must be made of the original considera- 
tion of each claim, and of the circumstances un- 
der which the Judgenaents were rendered or ob- 
ligations signed. 
No such judgements, notts, or 
obligations will be regarded as evidence of debts 
unless the indebtedness bo otherwise cleuriy 
shewn. 


If the nriginal books or entries cannot be pro- 
duced. tlieir loss or destruction must be proved. 


Each c/aimant in hi« account must apeci/y the 
place of hit residence or oftrade. 


All accounts, whether against the nation, a 
band, or an individual Indian, must be slated 
seperately. 


The claimants, in all inntancea will be requir- 
ed to swear to the justice of his claim, and his af' 
fiditvil muit testify that tbe articles charged have 
been sold in good fkith to the Indian or band of 
Indians, and have not been repurchased by tbe 
original vender or his clerk, or agent, or any one 
else entrusted by or acting for him, and then re- 
sold to the original Indian purchaser or purcha- 
sers—that the debt has been contracted at the 
date or dales it bears—that the^goods or other 
articles have been sold to the Indians to suppl> 
their wants, real or supposed, and not that the 
tame might be received in payment fur a horse 
or other article, at an enormous price, end if the 
claim be in the form ofj udgements, notes or ob- 
ligations, the oath or affidavit mutt get forth that 
Ihey were rendered or given for the sums actu- 
ally PwinK, and not extorted from the Indians 
for much more than was realty due, under duress 
by a writ or civil process, or any other species of 
duress, circumvention, or deception^ 


In ease the claimant dues not attend himself, 
an affidavit to the effect described in tbe foregoing 
paragraph, sworn to by tite cSaimant before some 
proper officer, and sufficiently authenticated must 
accompany the statement of his claim. 


Accounts or claims bearing date between tbe 
6lh of November IR38, and the 2dth of November 
1840, and those bearing date between the last 
mentioned da:e and the 25th of February 1841, 
must be made out separately.
